TOASTED NAVAL OFFICERS. 


Th* Fm peroi* Spoke Al * Banquet I d 
St. Petersburg.

P e t e r s b u r g , Aug. 12.—At the 
state banquet Emperor W illiam of Ger­ 
m any wore the uniform of the Russian 
adm iral and the czar wa9 dressed in 
the uniform of an admiral in the Ger­ 
man navy. 
Sixty Germ an naval offi­ 
cers and 30 officers of the Russian navy 
were invited to the banquet. 
The czar, 
speaking in German, proposed the fol­ 
low ing to a st: 
“ I am highly pleased to see as ray 
guests officers of the German navy, to 
w hich I, m yself, have the honor of be­ 
longing. and I em pty m y glass to their 
health and to the prosperity of the fine 
German fleet.” 
Emperor W illiam rep lied : 
“ In the name of m y fleet I b^g to 
thank your majesty from the bottom of 
m y heart, and I drink to the prosperity 
of your m ajesty’s Ane and glorious 
fleet, in which I now have the honor to 
he an adm iral.”

a s h i n g t o n , Aug. 12.—The secre­ 
tary of the treasury has issued the fol­ 
low ing circular providing for the en ­ 
forcement of the provisions of executive 
order of July 27, IH97, a s to removals 
from the classified serv ice: 
“The attention of supervising officers 
and agouta of this department is called 
to so much of executive order of Ju ly 
27, IMI)?, as is am endatory of civil ser­ 
vice rule 2, aud provides as fo llo w s: 
“ 'No removal shall be made from 
any position subject to com petitive ex­ 
amination, excel* for just cause aud 
upon written charges filed with the 
head of the department or other ap ­ 
pointing officer and of which the ac­ 
cused shall have full notice aud an op­ 
portunity to make defense.* 
“ In view of the foregoing, whenever 
any officer, agent, clerk or em ploye in 
the service of tins department shall ap­ 
pear to the officer or agent charged with 
the supervision of his official conduct 
to be guilty of such dereliction of duty, 
delinquency or misconduct, or shall 
prove inefficient to such an extent as to 
seem to justify the removal of such per­ 
son from the service, or Ins reduction 
iii grade, it shall be the duty of such 
supervising officer to im m ediately for­ 
ward to this office written charges and 
specifications, detailing fully aud ex ­ 
plicitly the reasons for removal or re­ 
duction. 
“ At the same tim e a complete copy 
of the charges and specifi at ions w ill 
be furnished to the accused, with the 
information that such defense as is de­ 
sired to be made iii the premises must 
be submitted to the supervising officer 
for transmission to this office w ithin 
three days from the date of receipt of 
the copy of the written charges. 
“ W henever it is impracticable to 
present a copy of the charges to the ac­ 
cused iii person it w ill be sent by regis­ 
tered mull and the receipt carefully 
preserved. 
“ The fact that the accused bas thus 
been furnished with a complete copy of 
the charges and informed of the oppor­ 
tunity to make defense as above set 
forth will be reported to this office at 
the same tim e that the written copy of 
charges is forwarded to (lie accused as 
aforesaid. 
“ In (lie event that the accused faila 
to mail his written defense to the su­ 
pervising officer within the tim e a! ova 
specified, it will be assumed that such 
person docs not desire to embrace the 
opportunity thus afforded. 
••The written defense will he deliv­ 
ered iii person when practicable, other­ 
w ise it should be forwarded to the 
supervising officer by registered mail, 
and. after due exam ination, im m edi­ 
ate y transferred to this office, accom ­ 
panied by a letter of the supervising 
officer subm itting his views in the m at­ 
ter of the defense and making such 
recoin mon (lur ion as the circumstances 
ana the nature of the defense may 
seem to warrant. 
“ When the circum stances are such aa 
to render it evident that the interests 
of the service w ill be better subserved 
by im m ediately relieving the accused 
from duty, pending action 
on 
the 
charge, that course w ill be pursued, in 
which case the action taken w ill be 
promptly reported to this office. 
“Supervising officers w ill 
furnish 
eaoh officer, agent, clerk or em ploye 
w ithin their respective 
jurisdictions 
w ith a copy of this circular, aud en­ 
force strict com pliance w ith its pro­ 
visions.”

12. — Recently, 
since the tariff act of July 24, 1397, 
w ent into effect, certain diamonds have 
been imported into the U nited State* 
from the dominion of Canada, a for­ 
eign country contiguous to the U nited 
States. 
These diam onds were the pro­ 
duction of a foreign country not con- 
I tiguous to the U nited States, and were 
worth $90,000, so they cannot be re* 
garded as imported in the usual course 
of strictly retail trade. 
The former tariff law imposed a dis­ 
crim inating duty only on goods im ­ 
ported in certain foreign vessels. 
The 
present law imposes a discrim inating 
duty of IO per cent on goods w hich 
come into the United States from a con­ 
tiguous country and are the product of 
a foreign non contiguous country aud 
are imperted “in the usual course of 
strictly retail trade.” 
The attorney general decides they are 
subject to the discrim inating duty.

Anrh a F iic il Sc hr m f May R em it In an 
A mer Iran Fit land* rn’ f r o tr it Th# At­ 
tempt t<» Enforce Till* Policy May Cause 
a Revolution. 


A cco rd in g to a telegram from O t­ 
taw a th* D om inion governm ent h as de­ 
term ined to submit A m erican gold dig 
gers in Canadian territory to treatm ent 
even more vexations and 
oppressive 
than was originally proposed. 
Should 
It attem p t to carry out the regulation* 
w hich have been issued it w ill provoke 
upon the part of American uplanders 
in the Klondike district an uprising 
sim ilar to that w hich was planned by 
the English uplanders at Johannesburg, 
and w’hich the Jam eson raid was intend 
ed to promote. 
If the Ottaw’a authorities had set 
about deliberately to exasperate an 
Am erican com m unity beyond the bonds 
of endurance, they could have hit upon 
no means more certain to attain their 
end th an the complex w orrying, g rin d ­ 
ing scheme of confiscation aud taxation 
w hich has actually been devised. 
T hat 
no fiscal scheme so galling and so m erci­ 
less was ever before put forward by a 
professedly liberal government we may 
safely affirm when we consider the cir­ 
cum stances under which it is to be ap 
plied and the extraordinary hardships 
and dangers which have to be faced by 
the hunters of gold am id the rigors aud 
privations of an arctic winter. 
T he features of the scheme are four, 
and it is hard to say w hich is the more 
unreasonable, harsh and obnoxious. We 
observe, in the first place, th a t if a 
mi her should happen to arrive iii the 
Yukon goldfields penniless he could not 
locate u claim, no m atter h iw promis 
lug m ight be the surface indications de­ 
tected by him. 
In bis own interest be 
w ill not wish to disclose the richness of 
his find until be has registered a claim, 
but this be cannot do except on the 
paym ent of 115, a sum which, upon the 
hypothesis, he docs not possess. 
* We w in suppose, however, that a 
m iner bas managed to raise the 915 
needed to pay the registration fee, but 
has bad the ill luck to find the surface 
judications imperfectly sustained in the 
subsoil, so that during his first year lie 
is barely able to procure food aud lodg 
ing from the proceeds of his diggings. 
T hen he is confronted by the second re 
quirem ent of the Dominion government, 
w hich orders him either to pay an an ­ 
nual assessment of 9199 or to renounce 
his claim , though it m ight well happen 
that the next year’s digging in another 
portion of the claim w ould disclose a 
large am ount of treasure. 
A gain, we 
w ill assume that the gross yield of a 
given claim during a year was 91.090, 
out of which, after the registration lee 
aud annual assessment dem anded by the 
governm ent were deducted, there would 
rem ain 
8*^5- 
Every 
penny of that 
am ount would probably be needed foi 
food, shelter and tools. 
Nevertheless 
the m iner would encounter the third 
requirem ent of the Dominion govern­ 
ment. which would cull upon him to 
pay 8200, that is to say, a royalty of 20 
per cent on the gross yield of his claim. 
N ot having been able to save a tent, 
the m iner, of course, could not pay the 
royalty, and the loss of his claim would 
be the penalty. Let us take for granted 
th at the gross annual yield of a claim 
were 910,000 or 920,000. Here again it 
is obvious that, if men had beeu em ­ 
ployed to work it on wages a t the rate 
of $10 or 915 per day, the exaction of a 
20 per cent royalty on the gross yield 
w ould am ount practically to a confisca 
tiou of the net profit. 
Even in the exceptional cases where 
from $50,000 to | 100,000 m ight be ex 
tracted in a single year the dem and for 
a 20 per cent royalty w’ould be felt to 
be excessive aud tyrannical on the part 
of a government which had done abso­ 
lutely nothing to facilitate the workings 
of the Yukon goldfields. 
There never 
w as a more barefaced attem pt to reap 
w here one bas not sown than this of the 
O ttaw a authorities. 
It was American 
m iners 
th a t discovered 
gold in the 
K londike district. It is through Amer 
jean seaports, Juneau and St. M ichael’s, 
th a t tile northw ard im m igration has 
since poured in aud th at supplies are for 
warded. 
Absolutely nothing was done 
by the C anadian authorities for the 
m aintenance of law and order in the 
gold bearing region until the hope of 
grabbing a part of the precious harvest 
caused them to 
dispatch thither 
25 
m ounted policemen, a force which pres­ 
ently is to be quadrupled. 
Now, if we bear in m ind the n um ­ 
bers of the treasure seekers that have 
gone northw ard from San Francisco and 
S eattle siuce tho gold fever began, we 
can see that several thousand able bod­ 
ied and adventurous men, almost all of 
them in the prime of life, w ill be assem­ 
bled at the Klondike during the ap­ 
proaching winter. A com m unity so em ­ 
inently and almost exclusively virile 
would be abundantly able to make laws 
for itself aud to uphold peace and order, 
but it is absurd to suppose th a t IOO po­ 
licemen can coerce it into submission to 
oppressive, laws made by outsiders. The 
work of ascertaining the gross outcome 
of every claim, which is the condition 
precedent to the intake of a 20 per cent 
royalty, would require the vigilant and 
incessant serivcesof hundreds of police­ 
men, aud hundreds of others would be 
needed to form a cordon around the dis­ 
trict so as to provent a m iner who had

This is 
to revert to Spanish traditions w ith a 
vengeance The inevitable effect of such 


a law, could it be put in force, would 
be to deter m iners of every nationality, 
including Canadians themselves, from 
seeking to discover any more placers in 
Canadian territory. 
All the efforts of 
the gold hunters now gathered at Kloti 
dike, or on their way thither, would, 
as soon as that district is exhausted, be 
directed 
to finding sim ilar deposits 
w ithin the American boundaries. 
No 
miner, w hile equally tem pting and un 
restricted parts of the Yukon region are 
open to him. w ill look for placers in a 
section where half of the gold bearing 
soil laid open br his labors m ust be set 
apart for a rapacious government. How 
this regulation is to be applied to the t 
Klondike or to other placers in C anadian 
territory which are already under the > 
spade we are not told. 
It is certain th at an attem pt to con­

would be apt to cause a revolution. The 
miners would probably meet and declare , 
their independence of the Dominion 
government, after which they would, 
uo doubt, express a desire for the a n ­

States. That, it w’ill be remembered, is 
precisely w hat the English u planders 
at Johannesburg intended to do aud 
w hat the British parliam ent and gov­ 
ernment have virtually approved by re­ 
fusing to punish Mr. Rhodes for trying 
to further it.— New York Sun.

OIL FOR WAR VESSELS. 


System W h ic h W H I Increase Speed and 
Save Fuel. 
Judge M. A. Cbipuian recently went 
to W ashington to file patent applica­ 
tions and interest proper governm ent 
officials in inventions by Frank M Reed 
of Anderson, Ind., which have been 
completed, tested practically aud found 
to be capable of revolutionizing the 
handling of w ar vessels at sea. 
The inventions carry out to perfec­ 
tion the idea originated by Russia in 
using oil instead of coal for a fuel for 
w ar vessels. 
R eed’s invention covers a 
system of oil 
burning w hich would 
make it possible for a vessel like the 
Indiana to carry enough fuel to last on 
a trip around the world. 
The system 
is gas generation from oil. 
The gas is 
generated 
by an atom izing plan, is 
smokeless aud capable of a tenth more 
heat than the Russians get, or 33 per 
cent more heat than the government is 
now’ getting from coal. 
Instead of 80 stokers, which are now 
necessary on a great w ar vessel, one 
m an could handle all of the valves. 
Another one of the inventions covers 
a storage tank that is absolutely bullet 
and shell proof. 
The cost of the equip 
□lent is very small and would be paid 
for in a month or so in the saving of 
fuel.— Exchange.

The national irrigation congress w ill 
Lehi its sixth annual session at Lincoln, 
Neb., on th#* 2Hth, 29th and 80th of Sep 
t» mb' r. Set' cfi en etab s .md territories?

tx m g the rf cognized western experts iii 
irrigation urn! many w ell known advo­ 
cates of the use of Federal money to re 
claim the vast and aud semiarid lands 
which, but for the lark of water, would 
now* be supporting mi I lion* of indus­ 
trious aud thrifty people 
Every effort 
is promised to make this session as sat­ 
isfactory in resnlts as the previous ones 
have been in laying plans. 
It cannot be said that the irrigation- 
ists iii trying to secure aid from con­ 
gress have entered npou a holiday task, 
for the opposition among eastern farm­ 
ers to any scheme for putting more ag­ 
ricultural land into com petition with 
what is already growing crops is not 
only earnest, but bitter. 
We have in 
hand a circular signed by F. S. Peer of 
Livingston county, N. Y., which was 
I issued after the adjournment of the fifth 
annual session of the national irriga 
tion congress, in which the proposal to 
reclaim arid lands is denounced as “ a 
scheme of land speculators and land 
grabbers, whose business has gradually 
dim inished as the land has been taken 
up, aud who are now sighing for new 
fields to conquer. ” Mr. Peer argues that 
the governm ent’s old habit of giving 
away farms to the immigrant peasantry 
of Europe who, men, women and chil­ 
dren of a fam ily together, work 18 hours 
a day, dress in rags and go to no ex­ 
pense for reading matt' r, schooling or 
decent cloth* 3, has so handicapped the 
eastern farmer w ith his $100 laud and 
greater cost of living that he can barely 
make both ends meet. 
Hence he be­ 
lieves that to increase that 
area of 
com petition is to either compel the east­ 
erner to come down to the foreign level 
or to subm it to failure and b* ggary. 
That Mr. Peer’s view s are common on 
the other side of the M ississippi argues 
that any attem pt to get western irriga­ 
te I taken care of by congress w ill meet 
w ith serious aud protracted opposition 
there. 
But 15 states (exclusive of territo­ 
ries) acting as 
a 
unit 
in 
congress 
means the work of JO senators and 
enough congressmen to wield a power­ 
ful inductee. If the irrigation congree* 
can agree upon a plan of action and get 
the western senators and representatives 
to adopt it, tho fact of general eastern 
hostility need not be deemed 
insur­ 
mountable. 
When the east or a part of 
it wants favors, then w ill be tho time 
to make bargains. 
For exam ple, the 
east demands 
river and harbor im 
provement on a great scale, much of it 
for merely local convenience. But if the 
west should oppose some of the meas 
ures that come up and aid others that 
seem worthy, the solidity of the eastern 
phalanx would be broken 
and votes 
gained for our own projects. 
It is not 
merely the power of strategy, but the 
power of justice, w’hich would work in 
favor of the west, for iii the beginning 
the eastern land itself was given away 
by the government, turnpike roads were 
built through it at national expense, 
tho channels of rivers cleared for traffic, 
aud forts maintained to protect the farm­ 
ers from tho Indians. 
In a word, the 
pioneer Au rican of the east, also a 
foreigner in many cases, had the gov­ 
erning nr lit ins balk and got all the help 
from ir ti * i c needed to obtain land 
and to cultivate it.
